Women who talk too much were blamed 
yesterday in the Chicago Woman's club for 
the failing conversational powers of men. 
This opinion came out in the course of a 
discussion on The Gift of Utterance.“ 
Every member who expressed herself had 


an individual idea of what to say and how 
to say it, and of whether women talk too 


much or not enough. No one, however, was 


able to frame a practical recipe for the cul- 
tivation of conversation as an art. Some 
contended that conversation was a growing 
art in America, and others that it was in 
danger of losing whatever artistic qualities 
it at present possessed. 


ä Men Need a Chance to Talk. 

“Women have too much-etf the gift of 
conversation,” said a member of the club 
during the discussion. They talk so much 
that men have no opportunity to become 
good conversationalists. At a recent din- 
ner the hostess said, ‘I must put Mr. A. with 
Miss B. so that he will be entertained.’ I 
made bold to ask Mr. A. why men always 
expect to be entertained. He answered 
that women monopolize so much of the con- 
versation the men have no chance to ‘ break 
in.’ 


by telling them they all were good conversa- 
tionalists. Physical fear, she said, was all 
that keeps the discussions at meetings of the 
Woman's club from being models of the con- 
versational art. Another member’s sugges- 
tion was that the best conversationalists do 
not speak upon a subject until they have 
studied it for twenty years. 

The general conclusion of the meeting was 
that the art of conversation was on the ad- 
vance in this country. Women, they say, 
are équal to men because of the new ad- 
vantages enjoyed in the women’s clubs.

New Edict Issued from City 
Hall in Form That Brings 
Obedience from Near- 
ly All.

Liquor Sellers Notified. That

The dead letter” midnight closing law 
was revived this morning, and after mid- 
night the down-town saloons were closed 
tighter than the proverbial drum. Even 
restaurants that have no open bar as well 
as those that have were forbidden absolute- 
ly to sell drinks. The order, unlike the 
first command of the Mayor, was obeyed 
generally to the letter. By 1 a. m. the down- 
town streets were dark and deserted. 

All this was brought about by a second 
order from the City Hall. It was: 

Close at midnight or lose your license.“ 

Patrolmen were detailed to carry the word 
to every saloon ané@ restaurant in the down- 
town district. At 10:30 o’clock a second 
mandate was delivered. In many instances 
it included the added threat: 

“If your saloon is open after 12 a patrol 
wagon will be called and every man in the 
place will be arrested.“ 

That settled it. Some of the saloon men 
who, earlier in the night, had made light 
of the order, experienced a sudden change 
of heart and were the first to close. Pa- 
trolmen saw to it that the order was obeyed, 
for they were told they would be held re- 
sponsible for the saloons on their beats. 


Only Six Found Open. . 

Six bars, five in saloons and one in a hotel, 
were all that could be found be this morn- 
ing. They were: 

Simon Tuckhorn, 280 State street. : 

The Royal Buffet, Congress and State streets 

Frank O' Keefe, 132 South Clark street. Closed 
by Lieutenant Flynn at 12:55 4. m. It is stated 
that O’Keefe will be arrested this morning. 

Michael Kenna, Van Buren and Clark 
Malachy Hogan, 75 South Clark street. 

The Grand Pacific Hotel, Clark street and Jack- 
son boulevard. ' 

Nearly every door was closed, however. 
One saloonkeeper. L until this morning 
had not closed si the Shite 4 
fire, was told wal url 
dack up to the door, the goods inside would 
de confiscated, and everybody within would 
de taken to the station. A second saloon- 
keeper was informed that in case the order 
was disobeyed a warrant would be sworn 
out against him and he would be taken into 
court to answer to the charge of violating 
the city ordinances. 


Restaurants Sell No Liquor. 

Not even in restaurants could any kind 
of intoxicating liquor be obtained after mid- 
night. The order had gone out to them also 
that not a bottle should be opened for patron 
of high degree or low. Not an eating place 
could be found which was bold enough to 
bid. defiance to the mandate. 

The restaurants with bars observed the 
midnight closing order from the first 


promulgation last week, but until last night 


had continued to dispense drinks at the ta- 
bles with or without meals. Food was sold 
last night after midnight, but no alcoholic 
beverages could be obtained with it. 


Hunt Offers a Reward. 

Inspector Hunt offered in the afternoon’ 
to give $100 to any person who could prove 
that a saloon in his district was open after 
midnight. His district extends from Thirty- 
ninth street to the State line. gin one place, 
The Strand, in South Chicagg, saloons that 
have not been closed In twenty years now 
obey the order. These saloons are situated 
near the entrance to the Illinois Steel com- 
pany’s plant and for years. have been the 
resort of workmen throughout the night. 
Spurred by the second order, Inspector Hunt 
in the evening issued an order that if any 
violators were found warrants should im- 
mediately be sworn out for their arrest. 

Acting on reports brought in by patrol- 
men Inspector Shea caused warrants to be 
served for violations of the saloon ordinance. 
Four keepers of saloons were locked up and 
afterward admitted to bail on the charge of 
keeping open after midnight. They are:

The Mayor would 
have the midnight closing ordinance repealed 
and in its stead he would have an ordinance 
passed which would give the Mayor addition- 
al authority to revoke licenses. It would be 
made unlawful for restaurants to maintain 
private dining-rooms. No woman, whose 
character is known to the police,“ would be 
permitted to enter 4 saloon. With such a 
law the Mayor affirms that the saloons of 
the city could be regulated in the interest of 
order. 

The Mayor is prepared to support ordi- 
nances which will carry out these plans. 

Until these or other ordinances have been 
introduced the Mayor said he would continue 
the enforcement of the midnight closing or- 
dinance. 


To Abolish Private Dining-Rooms. 

„There is more damage done by the wine- 
rooms and private dining-rooms of the res- 
taurants than there is by the dives,” said 
the Mayor. The restaurants are open to 
the best class of women, and none but a 
woman who had lost self-respect would enter 
a ment saloon. For that reason the 
windgoom adjunct to the high-class res- 
taurant is the more dangerous. I would have 


a law passed which would make it illegal 


for a restaurant keeper to have these rooms.

ter, Refuses to Yield to Understudy. 


A story of self-sacrifice came to light last 
night when Robert Halcott's Brown from 
Boston” theatrical company returned to 
Chicago accompanying the body of the 
youngest member of the cast, 13-year-old 
Hattie Florette Farley. The girl died on 
Tuesday morning at Hartford City, Ind., aft- 
er a week's illness of tonsilitis and diphtheria, 
during which time she kept her true condition 
a secret and persisted in playing her part, 
which could not be performed by an under- 
study. Her sister, Mrs. Halcott, was com- 
pelled by stress of business to leave the bed- 
side of the dying girl and act in the engage- 
ment on Tuesday evening at Dunkirk, Ind., 
ten miles distant. Her role was that of 
Caroline Runham Downe, the chief mirth 
provoker of the farce. 

Miss Farley was the daugnter of E. V. Far- 
ley, 269 Bissell street, who is well known as 
an old-time theatrical manager. Last night 
the entire company, managed by his son-in- 
law, gathered at his home to tell the father 
the story of his daughter's pluck. 


Refuses to Have Understudy. 

Daisy Styles was the role of Miss Farley 
in the farce which depicts the ludicrous 
adventures of Mr. Brown. Its peculiar hu- 
mor was so suited to the girl that all attempts 
of the company’s understudies to imitate her 
satisfactorily were of no avail. Only its 
skillful handling properly brought out the 
merits of the opposite role, acted by Mrs. 
Halcott, and the child player was unwilling 
to relinquish her work and possibly diminish 
her sister's meed of applause. On this ac- 
count she refused to allow an understudy to 
take her place, and minimized the seriousness 
of her illness when it first set in on Christmas 
night at Bloomfield, Ind. 

The company visited several cities and 
played engagements during that week, the 
child noticeably failing, but refusing to be 
dissuaded from her determination to let noth- 
ing mar her sister’s success. At last she was 
unable to leave her bed, and the company 
hastened with her to Hartford City, arriving 
there last Saturday night. On Monday the 
players, in spite of Miss Farley's forced 
cheerfulness and remonstrances, all agreed 
that they could not proceed with the per- 
formance that night on account of their low 
spirits, and the money was refunded from 
the box office at the last minute. Mr. Farley 
was notified that his daughter was dying, 
and he arrived from Chicago shortly before 
she passed away. Her mother, who is also 
a member of the company, was present.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—The first briefs 
to be filed in the cases involving the relation 
of the United States to their insular posses- 
sions, which are to be argued in the United 
States Supreme Court mext week, were sub- 
mitted today: There are eight of the cases, 
and briefs were filed in two of them—viz.: 
the cases of Carlos Armstrong and of Sam- 
uel B. Downes. In both cases the briefs 
represent the parties opposing the conten- 
tions of the government. 

Armstrong is a British subject doing busi- 
ness in Ponce, Porto Rico, and he sues to 
recover tariff duties collected on goods im- 
ported into Porto Rico from the United 
States. The Court of Claims decided against 
him, and he appeals. 

The plea is made in the brief that the col. 
lection of duties was, in the circumstances 
a violation of the constitution of the Unit 
States, as by the terms of the Paris treaty 
the Island of Porto Rico became a portion of 
the United States. The brief lays down the 
following propositions as the basis of the 
appellant's contentions: 

“The constitution of the United States 
reaches over every portion of the national 
4omain, whether in the form of States, Ter- 
ritories, or districts, because this constitu- 
. provides for Territories as well as for

But there was a general feeling among 
professional speculators who are always 
trading in wheat that the advance had been 
too rapid to be healthy, and heavy realizing 
sales broke the price down to 77% cents at 
the close, or half a cent lower than the close 
on Monday. The buying which did the most 
to cause the quick advance was through 
commission-houses having close connec- 
tions with Wall street, one concern alone 
taking nearly 3,000,000 bushels. There was 
heavy selling, though on a much smaller 
scale, by a house which trades for Gates, 
and some guessed that he was buying 
through one and selling through the other. 

But there has been heavy buwing also for 
the general public, and it is to continued 
public support that the bulls look for a 
sustained advance. The closing setback 
was considered nothing more than a healthy 
reaction. 

Among the news features which helped 
bring about the decline was a report that 
Argentina would have an exportable sur- 
plus of 64,500,000 bushels. .

It has been charged 
that the Inspection bureau is inclined to 
grade grain being sold by elevators to go 
out of this market on a different basis from 
grain coming into this market, with some 
unknown owner out in the country offering 
it for sale and with the elevator interests 
possible buyers. | 

H. B. Slaughter, n of A. 0. 
[ & Co. on the of Trade, is 
authority for the statement that the same 
car of grain was graded No. 1 Northern by 
the State department when offered to them 
by an elevator company, and as No. 3 spring, 
a less valuable and cheaper grade, when 
brought back to Chicago, after a short sub- 
urban journey, presumably as a fresh arrival 
of grain which had never been subject to 
the local inspection. 

“Some days ago,” said Mr. Slaughter. 
‘we were offered twenty-two cars of grain 
by a Chicago elevator company as No. 1 
Northern. Our private inspector was not 
satisfied with the grain, and samples from 
each car were taken to Chief Supervising In- 
spector Smilie He rejected three cars as be- 
low grade, but called theother nineteen No. 1 
Northern. The elevator company took back 
three more cars as a concession, but still 
tendered sixteen cars. We acceptedgthem 
and then took one car, sefured an official 
sample of the grain, had the car markings 
removed, and sent the car out on the Wa- 
bash road twenty miles, and brought it back, 
consigned to a commission house. The grair 
was graded No. 8 spring by a track inspector 
and Smilie approved the inspection. He 
wouldn't grade it No. 1 Northern because it 
was ‘ bleached and damaged,’ which was the 
objection we had made when the grain was 
tendered to us.“ 

What use do you intend making of the 
evidence?“

grain inspection here ts, and have done 80.“
